The Johnson administration is trying to build 
friendly bridges between the United States and 
Russia. 
For a man possessed of less furious energy 
and less consuming ambition than President 
Lyndon B. Johnson this would seem to be an 
absurd procedure, particularly while this coun­ 
try is fighting in Vietnam. 
Much of the war m aterial with which the Viet 
Cong fights American troops came from Russia. 
It is difficult to condemn any American presi­ 
dent for trying to find a basis for living with 
Russia. The two countries are great powers and 
their people must live or die in the same world. 
The alternative to living is not inviting. Neither 
country might emerge a victor in a nuclear war 
and the world could become a wasteland, con­ 
taminated by radioactive rubble.

ENGLISH CHANNEL TUNNEL 
Queen Victoria, who was prone to seasickness, 
was an eurly supporter of a tunnel under the 
English Channel. But in 1875 the Queen changed 
her mind#and told Disraeli “ that the government 
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will do nothing to encourage the proposed tunnel 
under the Channel, which she finds very ob­ 
jectionable." 
Victoria’s suspicion of a land link between En­ 
gland and France was shared by most of her 
subjects; foreigners, it was feared, would use the 
Channel tunnel as an invasion route. Although 
such fears have not entirely disappeared, an 
English Channel tunnel - or “ Chunnel," as the 
British call it - definitely will be built, and 
with private financing. 
Groups interested in 
the project have until Saturday, April 15, to sub­ 
mit their proposals to the British and French 
governments. 
President de Gaulle and Queen Elizabeth II 
agreed in principle, Feb. 8, 1964, to build the 
Channel tunnel. 
More than two years later, 
on Oct. 28, 1966, it was further agreed to fi­ 
nance the undertaking with private rather than 
government funds. Around 20-25 per cent of the 
needed capital probably will be raised by selling 
stock, and the remainder by selling long-term 
bonds. 
Work on the tunnel is expected to begin next 
year, with completion tentatively scheduled for 
1974. 
Present plans call for 32 miles of twin- 
tube tunnel - 23 of them beneath the Channel - 
running from Folkestone to the vicinity of Calais. 
In each of the tubes, trains leaving at five- 
minute intervals would be able to carry be­ 
tween 6,000 and 7,200 cars an hour in 
both

prietors have voted in favor of 
such legislation by a majority 
of 76 per cent, with 21 per cent 
opposed, and 4 per cent unde­ 
cided. 
In Missouri the vote was 80 per 
cent in favor, 16 per cent op­ 
posed, with 4 per cent unde­ 
cided. 
During the last session of the 
Congress two major bills were 
introduced on this subject. One 
by Sen. 
Robert 
P. Griffin, 
Mich., would have 
created a 
joint 
standing committee of 
the congress with authority to 
put to a vote on the floor leg­ 
islation designed 
to prevent 
specific 
strikes, or to force 
their end. 
Sen. Frank J. Lausche, Ohio, 
and Rep. Samuel Devine, Ohio, 
introduced bills in their re ­ 
spective chambers which would 
set up a special board to take 
over when the Federal Media­ 
tion Board and the Conciliation 
Service failed to end a strike. 
This board would be made up of 
three 
members representing 
the public, and one each from 
management and labor. 
Although past 
votes on this 
matter indicate that the 
na­ 
tion’s 
independent 
business 
proprietors would in all proba­ 
bility vote in favor of a measure 
such as introduced by Sen. Grif­ 
fin, the framing of the explana­ 
tion of the question voted on was 
more directly aimed at the fea­ 
tures contained in theLausche- 
Devine bills. 


Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON •• On January 
29, Peruvian troops were re­ 
ported 
concentrating on the 
Ecuadorian border. A flurry 
of worry went through the Ecua­ 
dorian Foreign Office, accom­ 
panied by bitter headlines 
in 
the Ecuadorian Press warning 
that Peru might be ready, once 
again, to pounce on her weaker 
neighbor. 
Real fact was that 
the Peru­ 
vian 
troop maneuvers were 
ordered for internal consump­ 
tion. President Fernando Be- 
launde of Peru, though a far­ 
sighted 
statesman, and per­ 
sonally friendly to Ecuador, is 
nevertheless subservient to the 
military. The military grand- 
standing was ordered to please 
the Peruvian army. 
Meanwhile, in every 
Ecua­ 
dorian school hangs a poster 
showing the 
bloody hand of 
Peru cutting a 
slice out of 
the heart of Ecuador -th erich 
area around the headwaters of 
the Amazon. The poster keeps 
alive the Ecuadorian ambition 
to take that slice back. 
The above illustrates 
the 
chief problem of Latin Ameri­ 
ca - suspicion, jealousy and too 
much nationalism. If President 
Johnson and the Pan American 
presidents assembled at Punta 
Del Este can make even a small 
start toward the hemispheric 
cooperation originally preached 
by the great liberator Simon 
Bolivar, their meeting will have 
been worthwhile. 
Actually Peru and Ecuador 
have much in common. Both 
are 90 per cent Indian, both 
have the same basic economy, 
and both need to work together 
to develop the headquarters of 
the Amazon. If the tributaries 
to the Amazon which flow down 
from the high Andes can be 
harnessed in a series oflakes, 
there 
can 
be transportation 
from Peru and Ecuador all the 
way to the Atlantic Ocean. 
Already there is basic under­ 
standing between the Peruvian 
and Ecuadorian people. It crops 
out in various ways. When the 
Ecuadorian and Chilean soccer 
teams played In Lima and the 
1966 Championship, the Peru­ 
vian crowd cheered for the 
Ecuadorian team. When

But the 
Peruvian military nurses a sec­ 
ret ambition to take back that 
part of northern Chile which 
it 
claims was wrested away 
from Peru 
in the war of the 
Pacific. 
Today there 
are no diplo­ 
matic relations between Chile 
and Bolivia, yet these two na­ 
tions need each other perhaps 
even more than do Ecuador and 
Peru. The northern deserts of 
Chile could be made to bloom 
like a garden if water from 
the lakes and rivers oí Bolivia 
high in the Andes was avail­ 
able. Water from Lake Titica­ 
ca, which now evaporates 
in 
part, could be harnessed to ir­ 
rigate the southern deserts of 
Peru.

The two men got along ex­ 
tremely well but were unable 
to translate this cooperation 
back to their 
respective gov­ 
ernments.

elect Barrientos visited Wash­ 
ington last July as the guest 
of the International 
Platform 
Association, he had a private 
luncheon with Chilean Ambas­ 
sador Radomiro Tomic. They 
too got along famously. 
And 
when President John­ 
son flew to the LBJ ranch with 
the Latin American diplomatic 
corps, he was careful 
to in­ 
vite 
Ambassador Tomic 
of 
Chile and Bolivian Ambassa­ 
dor 
Julio Sanjines to lunch 
with him on the plane. 
They 
chatted cordially. 
However, 
diplomatic 
rela­ 
tions between Chile 
and Boli­ 
via continue to be nil. The two 
countries* Presidents and Am­ 
bassadors and Foreign Minis­ 
ters speak to each other, but 
the two governments 
do not. 
And not long ago U. S. Am­ 
bassador Ralph Dungan in San­ 
tiago was reproached 
by the 
Chilean government 
over 
a 
report that the United States 
had placed rockets in the hands 
of the Bolivian army high up 
in the 
Andes which 
were 
aimed at Chile down 
below. 
Ambassador 
Dungan had to 
show the Chilean government 
a classified list 
of exactly 
what military aid we had given 
Bolivia 
before Chilean sus­ 
picions 
were allayed. No UJS. 
rockets had been given to Boli­ 
via. 


When Simon Bolivar, 
the 
great liberator, freed Bolivia, 
Peru, Chile, Ecuador, Colombia 
and Venezuela 
from Spanish, 
rule, he begged them to remain 
united, not pull apart. The na­ 
tional rivalries which resulted 
when they ignored his advice 
have continued to plague the 
southern 
hemisphere since. 
President Johnson at Punta Dei 
Este can help to allay some of 
this Jealousy if he doesn’t listen 
to the technicians who want only 
to talk about economics and edu­ 
cation. 


There appears to be a grow­ 
ing discontent with the status 
quo which 
has 
resulted in 
strikes crippling the economy. 
The airlines strike seriously 
hampered 
many small busi­ 
nessmen, although it has 
not 
been 
ascertained 
that 
this 
strike forced many small bus­ 
inesses to close as was 
the

area is evidenced by the contin­ 
uous votes on a bill which was 
before the last 
Congress by 
Rep.

which would prohibit industry 
wide labor bargaining such as 
practiced now in the transpor­ 
tation, automotive, 
steel and 
other industries. 
In April of 1966 the indepen­ 
dent business proprietors voted 
88 per cent in favor of the Mar­ 
tin proposal with only 10 per 
cent opposed and 2 per cent 
undecided. In the previous Oc­ 
tober the vote in favor of this 
bill when presented to a na­ 
tionwide vote was 84 per cent, 
with 13 per cent opposed and 3 
per cent undecided. 
This vote showed a substan­ 
tial gain in support 
over the 
first vote on the measure con­ 
ducted by the 
Federation 
in 
January 1965 when 78 per cent 
were in favor, with 19 per cent 
opposed and 3 per cent unde­ 
cided. 
Thus, all indications point to 
escalating 
disillusionment 
among the nation’s Independent 
business 
proprietors, 
with 
present machinery for handling 
labor disputes 
involving key 
industries as well as a grow­ 
ing feeling that the interests of 
the general public merit con­ 
sideration.

Chinese mainland to the com­ 
munists. 
We were told that the 
Red 
Chinese 
regime 
was solid, 
united and lasting, and 
cer­ 
tainly in no danger from popu­ 
lar upheaval. 
But it is 
now 
clearly, deeply divided among 
several contenders for supreme 
power and popular uprisings 
continue all over China, some in 
support of one or another of 
the contenders for po^er, some 
apparently in opposition to all 
of them. 
We were told that Red China 
might be wooed into 
sweet 
reasonableness and even

degree of cooperation with the 
West, especially if Peking’s 
ties with Moscow could

leaders are more fanatically 
anit-Western than ever. 
Above all, we were told that 
Chiang Kai-Shek and his

and could never 
make a comeback. For years

“experts” advising on

Asian policy, in the State De­ 
partment or affiliated with it, 
have openly scoffed at the notion 
of Chiang Kai-Shek ever

turning to power. 
As mainland China descends 
deeper and deeper into turmoil 
and chaos, the return of Chiang 
Kai-Shek is becoming a very 
real possibility.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - It’s no 
longer like old times at the 
White House. 
No one ever 
turns out the lights. And Presi­ 
dent Johnson makes fewer per­ 
sonal phone calls. Had he made 
just an extra one the other day­ 
long distance to Chicago - he 
might 
not have 
been em­ 
barrassed during the hours be- 
for he flew to Punta del Este. 
There would have been 
a 
delayed fuse in the 
railroad 
strike crisis. 
Waiting in Chi­ 
cago was the Machinists’ Roy 
Siemiller. 
He always means 
what he says. 
In mid-December the leader 
of a million machinists told me 
he would call a strike “ next 
April.”

This Is “ an ever-present med­ 
ical concern, now increasingly 
discussed in medical circles," 
writes an Amarillo, Tex.,physi­ 
cian, Dr. Tom W. Duke. 
At a national Methodist con­ 
vocation on medicine and the­ 
ology last week in Rochester, 
Minn., no definite answers were 
determined to fill all cases. 
But Dr. Edward H.Rynearson 
of the Mayo Clinic drew exten­ 
sive applause when he urged 
that hopelessly ill patients be 
allowed to “ die with dignity" 
and in peace rather than merely 
prolonging their bodily breath­ 
ing.

EXPERTS EXPLAIN:

Thousands 
of the nation's 
most 
knowledgeable psycholo­ 
gists, psychiatrists,

gathered here recent­ 
ly to discuss US, to report on 
how 
we feel about ourselves,

Here are some of the ex­ 
p erts' insights on: 
PREGNANT FATHERS 
From a study of 60 normal 
men whose 
average age was 
27, and all of whom were about 
to become fathers for the first 
time, social workers learned 
that pregnancy was tir from 
being 
a tranquil period 
for 
most 
of them. Well educated 
though they were (two • thirds 
were college 
graduates, half 
worked in science and the pro­ 
fessions), pregnancy seemed to 
disturb them in a variety 
of 
ways: they worried about how 
adequate they would be as fath­ 
ers; they were concerned about 
feelings 
of jealousy - would 
their 
offspring 
replace them 
as the focus of attention; they 
feared sexual problems during 
and following pregnancy. They 
also 
experienced 
anxieties 
about their relationships with 
their own parents, and whether 
these would affect their role as 
fathers. 
The social workers found that 
giving expectant fathers an op­ 
portunity to discuss their prob­ 
lems 
helped 
them to talk 
sensibly with their wives about 
the coming baby, and that this 
brought the couples closer to­ 
gether. 
WHY PREGNANCY 
Why do some women 'cope' 
successfully with pregnancy and 
athers suffer emotional break- 
lowns during this period? 
A team of six psychoanalysts 
and two psychologists 
w h o 
worked closely with 52 pregnant 
women 
for some six to nine 
months found that women who 
had become pregnant because 
they really wanted a baby gen­ 
erally coped successfully with 
pregnancy. 
Non • copers, they found, fall 
into two distinct groups: 
The 
most severely 
disturbed had 
the highest percentage of un­ 
wanted pregnancies. Others had 
become pregnant not because 


they really wanted children, but 
because they believed children 
would 
serve 
as 
a security 
measure for them. 
Some of them had babies in 
the hope that children would tie 
husbands to them. Some 
be­ 
cause they were uncertain of 
their own feminity of their hus­ 
bands* masulinity and needed a 
child to prove one or the oth­ 
er.

For most, pregnancy proved 
a hazardous way of dealing with 
emotional dissatisfactions and 
uncertainties. 
EMOTIONAL ADJUSTMENT 
FOLLOWING CHILDBIRTH 


Between 40 and 45 
percent 
of new mothers, 
"experience 
emotional turmoil and feel pain­ 
fully disturbed** in large part 
because they 
are unprepared 
for motherhood, a physician and 
his nurse wife reported. Noting 
that in our mobile society many 
young parents may find them­ 
selves cut off completely from 
help from old friends, 
rela­ 
tives, and neighbors, and real­ 
ly totally on their own, the 
team urged preparation for par­ 
enthood to head off 
serious 
problems. 


Antenatal classes for 
hus­ 
bands and wives in which 
the 
responsibilities of parenthood 
are explored 
as well as 
the 
changes about to take place in 
the household and practical tips 
on how to 
prepare 
for 
the 
changes, 
are helpful. 
More 
useful, however, is continuing 
counsel by obstetricians 
or 
nurses, in the home of the young 
couple following the birth. 
A follow • up study showed 
that 
preparatory 
counseling 
made for better adjusted par­ 
ents, 
more 
successful mar­ 
riages, and healthier children.

JEFFERSON 
CITY (AP) — 
The Missouri House almost got 
into the almost impossible sit* 
uation Thursday where nothing 
could be done, all sorts of peo­ 
ple 
could wander about the 
place and all decorum would be 
lacking. 
It came up when someone 
wanted to introduce a bill al- 
most a month after the March 
16 deadline for Introduction. 
Objection was raised, so Rep. 
Patrick J . Hickey, D4St. Ann, 
asked that the rules be suspend­ 
ed and the sponsor be allowed 
to introduce the bill. 
Rep. R. J . King, R-Clayton, 
asked what rules were to be 
suspended. 
“ All the rules,” Hickey de­ 
clared. 
So the vote was taken after 
King said gleefully. 
“ Fine. 
Let*s go.” 
The vote was 79-75 and Speak­ 
er James E. Godfrey, D«St. 
Louis, announced the rules were 
suspended. 
There were cries of “No, No.” 
and “ Read rule 109." 
Ruefully, 
Godfrey 
checked 
Rule 109. It, of course, said that 
a constitutional majority of the 
163 members elected—or 82 — 
was 
needed 
to suspend the 
rules. 
So Hickey reversed himself. 
And the bill was not permitted 
to be introduced. 
It would have let St. Louis 
County issue an automobile li­ 
cense for cars registered in un­ 
incorporated areas of the coun­ 
ty.

Westmoreland 
sees 
many 
trends favorable to the allies 
but cautions that they are not 
strong enough in themselves to 
assure a victory. 
“ It is im possible to say how 
long the war will la st,” he said. 
“ I can’t see any end in sight.” 
Westmoreland believes 
the 
latest 
pacification program is 
off to a good start. He feels one 
sure clue is the acceleration of 
Communist attacks on pacifica­ 
tion teams in areas contested by 
the Viet Cong. 
“ The enemy fears that the 
government is effectively work­ 
ing now right at the core of the 
problem in Vietnam,” he said. 
“ The Communists want people 
without government leadership 
and support. This makes it easy 
for the Viet Cong to operate 
among a pliable and docile pop­ 
ulace.” 


Westmoreland also is encour­ 
aged by the present rate of 
Communist defectors, about 1,- 
000 a week and double the figure 
claimed last year. 
He has Instructed his com ­ 
manders to order their troops to 
shout “ehleu hoi” — surrender 
— when they have enemy troops 
cornered. He believes 
many 
American liv es can be saved if 
the enemy realizes he can sur­ 
render. At present many fight to 
the death, apparently in belief 
the Americans will kill them 
regardless of what they do. 
He feels that a purely military 
victory is possible in Vietnam 
but considers such a victory “ a 
very fragile thing” unless the 
political war matches the m ili­ 
tary pace. 
American troops have proved 
they can operate any place they 
choose in Vietnam and that the 
Viet Cong no longer can consid­ 
er anywhere as a safe haven. 
But there are two major areas 
where the a llies have yet to at­ 
tack in significant strength. 
One is the Do Xa, 300 m iles 
north of Saigon, in the Jungles of 
the central highlands. This is 
the Communist command cen­ 
ter for northern and central 
South Vietnam. 
The other area is the Mekong 
Delta, where some strategists 
have long held the war will be 
decided. Westmoreland does not 
believe the delta is that critical. 
At present only one American 
brigade is there, at the northern 
fringe. 
The UJS. command believes 
the delta, where more than a 
third of Vietnam's 15 million 
people live, is an “ insatiable 
sponge” m ilitarily. Westmore­ 
land is leery of committing a 
large UJS„ force there because 
his units already have their 
hands full with Viet Cong and 
North 
Vietnamese 
divisions 
elsewhere in the country. 
Westmoreland feels that once 
North Vietnam is forced to stop 
its support of home-grown Com­ 
munists in the South, the Viet 
Cong’s hold in the delta will dis­ 
integrate. 
So far the North Vietnamese 
have not sent any big units to 
the delta. The area is wide-open 
terrain, laced with tree-lined 
canals and undergrowth, favors 
guerrilla operations but hinders 
the 
movement of big units. 
Westmoreland 
believes 
that 
should 
Northern 
regiments 
move into the delta, they would 
present one of the best possible 
targets for American opera­ 
tions.

The Johnson administration is trying to build 
friendly bridges between the United States and 
Russia. 
For a man possessed of less furious energy 
and less consuming ambition than President 
Lyndon B. Johnson this would seem to be an 
absurd procedure, particularly while this coun­ 
try is fighting in Vietnam. 
Much of the war material with which the Viet 
Cong fights American troops came from Russia.

ENGLISH CHANNEL TUNNEL 
Queen Victoria, who was prone to seasickness, 
was an eurly supixjrter of a tunnel under the 
English Channel. But in 1875 the Queen changed 
her irund’and told Disraeli “that the government 


will do nothing to encourage the proposed tunnel 
under the Channel, which she finds very ob­ 
jectionable.” 
Victoria’s suspicion of a land link between En­ 
gland and France was shared by most of her 
subjects; foreigners, it was feared, would use the 
Channel tunnel as an invasion route. Although 
such fears have not entirely disappeared, an 
English Channel tunnel - or “ Chunnel,” as the 
British call it - definitely will be built, and 
with private financing. 
Groups interested in 
the project have until Saturday, April 15, to sub­ 
mit their proposals to the British and French 
governments. 
President de Gaulle and Queen Elizabeth II 
agreed in principle, Feb. 8, 1964, to build the 
Channel tunnel. 
More than two years later, 
on Oct. 28, 1966, it was further agreed to fi­ 
nance the undertaking with private rather than 
government funds. Around 20-25 per cent of the 
needed capital probably w ill be raised by selling 
stock, and the remainder by selling long-term 
bonds. 
Work on the tunnel is expected to begin next 
year, with completion tentatively scheduled for 
1974. 
Present plans call for 32 miles of twin­ 
tube tunnel - 23 of them beneath the Channel - 
running from Folkestone to the vicinity of Calais. 
In each of the tubes, trains leaving at five- 
minute intervals would be able to carry be­ 
tween 6,000 and 7,200 cars an hour in 
both 
directions. 
Total travel time would be about 
45 minutes. 
The convenience to travelers is

dorian school hangs a poster 
showing 
the 
bloody hand 
of 
Peru cutting a 
slice out of 
the heart of Ecuador -th e rich 
area around the headwaters of 
the Amazon. The poster keeps 
alive the Ecuadorian ambition 
to take that slice back. 
The above illustrates 
the 
chief problem of Latin Ameri­ 
ca - suspicion, jealousy and too 
much nationalism. If President 
Johnson and the Pan American 
presidents assembled at Punta 
Del Este can make even a small 
start toward the hemispheric 
cooperation originally preached 
by the great liberator Simon 
Bolivar, their meeting will have 
been worthwhile. 
Actually Peru and Ecuador 
have much in common. Both 
are 90 per cent Indian, both 
have the same basic economy, 
and both need to work together 
to develop the headquarters of 
the Amazon. If the tributaries 
to the Amazon which flow down 
from the high

be transportation 
from Peru and Ecuador all the 
way to the Atlantic Ocean.

vian crowd cheered for the

in soccer in Guayquil, the 
nan entrusted with fhir play 
to both sides, the referee, was 
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Peruvian.

Peruvian girls have been tour­ 
ing Colombia playing basketball 
against each other. Ecuadorian

Chile which 
it 
claims was wrested away 
from Peru 
in the war of the 
Pacific. 
Today there 
are 
no diplo­ 
matic relations between Chile 
and Bolivia, yet these two na­ 
tions 
need each other perhaps 
even more than do Ecuador and 
Peru. The northern deserts of 
Chile could be made to bloom 
like a garden if water 
from 
the lakes and rivers of Bolivia 
high in the Andes was avail­ 
able. Water from Lake Titlca- 
ca, which now evaporates 
in 
part, could be harnessed to ir­ 
rigate 
the southern deserts of 
Peru.

There appears to be a grow­ 
ing discontent with the status 
quo which

strikes crippling the economy. 
The airlines strike seriously 
hampered 
many small busi­ 
nessmen, although it has 
not 
been 
ascertained 
that

strike forced many small bus­ 
inesses to close as was 
the 
experience of 
many indepen­ 
dent firms during the New York 
transit strike. 
Perhaps the best indication of 
the growing resentment in this 
area is evidenc ed by the contin­ 
uous votes on a bill which was 
before the last 
Congress 
by 
Rep. David T. Martin, 
Neb., 
which would prohibit industry 
wide labor bargaining such as 
practiced 
now in the transpor­ 
tation, automotive, 
steel and 
other industries. 
In April of 1966 the indepen­ 
dent business proprietors voted 
88 per cent in favor of the Mar­ 
tin proposal with only 10 per 
cent opposed and 2 per 
cent 
undecided. In the previous Oc­ 
tober the vote in favor of this 
bill when presented to 
a na­ 
tionwide vote was 84 per cent, 
with 13 per cent opposed and 3 
per cent undecided. 
This vote showed a substan­ 
tial gain in support 
over the 
first vote on the measure con­ 
ducted by the 
Federation 
in 
January 1965 when 78 per cent 
were in favor, with 19 per cent 
opposed and 3 per cent unde­ 
cided. 
Thus, all indications point to 
escalating 
disillusionment 
among the nation's independent 
business 
proprietors, 
with 
present machinery for handling 
labor disputes 
involving 
key 
industries as well as a grow­ 
ing feeling that the interests of 
the general public merit con­ 
sideration.

CHIANG KAI-SHEK 
AND RED CHINA 
The strange and tumultuous 
news coming out of mainland 
China during the last 
few 
montlis should lay to rest 
a 
great many myths that have been 
carefully nourished over 
the 
years since the fall of 
the 
Chinese mainland to the com­ 
munists. 
We were told that the 
Red 
Chinese 
regime 
was solid, 
united and lasting, and 
cer­ 
tainly in no danger from popu­ 
lar upheaval. 
But it is 
now 
clearly, deeply divided among 
several contenders for supreme 
power and popular uprisings 
continue all over China, some in 
support of one or another 
of 
the contenders for power, some 
apparently in opposition to all 
of them. 
We were told that Red China 
might be wooed into 
sweet 
reasonableness and even 
a 
degree of cooperation with the 
West, especially if Peking's 
ties with Moscow could 
be 
loosened. 
But now Peking’s 
ties with Moscow are virtually 
broken and the Red 
Chinese 
leaders are more fanatically 
anit-W estern than ever. 
Above all, we were told that 
Chiang Kai-Shek and his 
Na­ 
tionalists of Free China, based 
on Formosa, were 
finished 
historically 
and could never 
make a comeback. For years 
the 
supposedly 
all-knowing 
“ experts” advising on 
our 
Asian policy, in the State De­ 
partment or affiliated 
with it, 
have openly scoffed at the notion 
of Chiang Kai-Shek ever 
re­ 
turning to power. 
As mainland China 
descends 
deeper and deeper into turmoil 
and chaos, the return of Chiang 
Kai-Shek is becoming a very 
real possibility.

more 
consistent support from us he 
might have returned already. 
In any casu^his„gfei£(,of>pqr* 
tunity is af hand, ana so is ours, 
to regain China for the

Employers United, 
Cover 
Themselves With Strike 
In­ 
surance, Create Mutual 
As­ 
sistance Pact to Face Unions 
WASHINGTON, D.C. - It’s no 
longer like old times at 
the 
White House. 
No one ever 
turns out the lights. And Presi­ 
dent Johnson makes fewer per­ 
sonal phone calls. Had he made 
just an extra one the other day 
long distance to Chicago - 
might 
not have 
been 
em­ 
barrassed during the hours be- 
for he flew to Punta del Este. 
There would have been 
a 
delayed fuse in the 
railroad 
strike crisis. 
Waiting in Chi­ 
cago was the Machinists’ Roy 
Siem iller. 
He always means 
what he says. 
In mid-December the leader 
of a million machinists told me 
he would call a strike “ next 
April.” This I put in the public 
prints. 
At lunch on Jan. 
18, 
he repeated his warning. Again 
it hit the press. 
Finally the strike call. 
But 
no call from Lyndon Johnson to 
Roy Siemiller who would have 
postponed the strike to 
avert 
em barrassing the President. 
Unfortunately, 
that's 
big- 
league labor relations today - 
with the nation's entire, intri­ 
cate war and peace logistics 
depending upon it. 
The President, despite 
reluctance, now is the country's 
number one business agent - or 
umpire. 
The play in the 
big 
crisis will have to go from him 
to the labor 
leaders 
to 
the 
executive suites. 
The companies are 
banding 
together. 
They're 
covering 
themselves with strike lnsur. 
ance, mutual aid pacts and pro­ 
fit redistribution agreements to 
help one another if they 
singled out and struck with 
divide 
and 
conquer 
labor 
stratagem . 
For some time now, virtually 
unknown to the public, 
the 
railroads have had some called 
“ service interruption” insur­ 
ance policies via a Bahamian 
affiliate of Lloyds of London. 
It’s a straightaway 
premium 
coverage. 
The roads pay and 
are covered for every day of 
fixed costs during a stoppage. 
This coverage goes up to 365 
days during suspension 
of 
operations caused by a single 
strike. 
This covers 
nine 
principal cost items such as; 
taxes on rail property not based 
on income; fixed interest 
on 
debts; mandatory payments into 
sinking funds tied to mortgages 
and some interest or dividends. 


his 
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So, when Roy Siom illers' In­ 
ternational Assn. of Machinists 
(which ran last sum m er’s air­ 
line strike) stood pat, the rail­ 
roads called his hand knowing 
they could lose the table stakes 
even if Congress 
didn't move 
and the President did not call. 
What Siem iller’s people want 
is what all labor men of crisis 
will want these coming months - 
cash and more cash for the 
skilled 
tradesmen. The Ma­ 
chinists claim their 
skilled 
people now earn an average of 
$3.05 an hour. They want that 
to go up immediately to $3.42 
an hour. That still is 58 cents 
under the magical $4 an hour 
figure of the airline and 
New 
York Transit Authority. 
If not, the men just won’t 
follow their leaders - just as 
they didn’t during “ airlines.” 
This era is as new as a be-in 
built around an old-fashioned 
walkout. 
In the middle, of course, 
is 
the public. 
It was thus in the airline strike, 
during which the five 
major 
sky carriers were covered by 
their own mutual assistance 
pact known as the revenue- 
sharing agreement to make up 
for lost profits.

agent.”

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The Johnson administration is trying to build 
friendly bridges between the United States and 
Russia. 
For a man possessed of less furious energy 
and less consuming ambition than President 
Lyndon B. Johnson this would seem to be an 
absurd procedure, particularly while this coun­ 
try is fighting in Vietnam. 
Much of the war material with which the Viet 
Cong fights American troops came from Russia. 
It is difficult t«i condemn any American presi­ 
dent for trying to find a basis for living with 
Russia. The two countries are great powers and 
their people must live or die in the same world. 
The alternative to living is not inviting. Neither 
country might emerge a victor in a nuclear war 
and the world could become a wasteland, con­ 
taminated by radioactive rubble. 
A minor example of just how Russia responds 
to friendly overtures by the United States 
is 
afforded by the experience of Buel Ray Wortham, 
24-year-old Arkansan. 
He was held in Russia for three months, largely 
in solitary confinement, fined $5,555 and handed 
a suspended Siberian sentence of three years 
for stealing a bronze bear statue from a Lenin­ 
grad hotel and for petty black market dealing 
in Russian money. 
The state department has warned Americans 
visiting Russia that the Soviet Union has shown 
interest in trading jailed Americans tourists 
for Russians convicted of espionage in 
the 
United States. 
Worthan behaved foolishly in Russia but his 
original mistake was in going there. 
Russia is treacherous, dirty and hostile. 
A 
tourist could get a long prison sentence merely 
because a stranger poked incriminating docu­ 
ments in his luggage, his pockets or his hands. 
Instead of the Johnson administration alternate­ 
ly favoring and discouraging travel by Ameri­ 
cans to Europe and trying to build bridges to 
Russia it would be a better idea to pull up the 
“bridge” the American people cross to enter 
Russia or any of its slave nations. 
If the tourists stopped traveling to 
these 
countries, Russia would experience an unde­ 
sirable dollar drain.

ENGLISH CHANNEL TUNNEL 
Queen Victoria, who was prone to seasickness, 
was an early supjxjrter of a tunnel under the 
English Chunnel. But in 1875 the Queen changed 
her mind md told Disraeli “that the government 


will do nothing to encourage the proposed tunnel 
under the Channel, which she finds very ob­ 
jectionable.” 
Victoria’s suspicion of a land link between En­ 
gland and France was shared by most of her 
subjects; foreigners, it was feared, would use the 
Channel tunnel as an invasion route. Although 
such fears have not entirely disappeared, an 
English Channel tunnel - or “Chunnel,” as the 
British call it - definitely will be built, and 
with private financing. 
Groups interested in 
the project have until Saturday, April 15, to sub­ 
mit their proposals to the British and French 
governments. 
President de Gaulle and Queen Elizabeth II 
agreed in principle, Feb. 8, 1964, to build the 
Channel tunnel. 
More than two years later, 
on Oct. 28, 1966, it was further agreed to fi­ 
nance the undertaking with private rather than 
government funds. Around 20-25 per cent of the 
needed capital probably will be raised by selling 
stock, and the remainder by selling long-term 
bonds. 
Work on the tunnel is expected to begin next 
year, with completion tentatively scheduled for 
1974. 
Present plans call for 32 miles of twin- 
tube tunnel - 23 of them beneath the Channel - 
running from Folkestone to the vicinity of Calais. 
In each of the tubes, trains leaving at five- 
minute intervals would be able to carry be­ 
tween 6,000 and 7,200 cars an hour in 
both 
directions. 
Total travel time would be about 
45 minutes. 
The convenience to travelers is 
obvious, but tradition-conscious British can be 
excused for feeling a pang of regret at 
the 
breaching of their insularity.

other essential industries?" 
Independent 
business

prietors have voted in favor of 
such legislation by a majority 
of 76 per cent, with 21 per cent 
opposed, and 4 per cent unde­ 
cided. 
In Missouri the vote was 80 per 
cent in favor, 16 per cent op­ 
posed, with 4 per cent unde­ 
cided. 
During the last session of the 
Congress two major bills were 
introduced on this subject. One 
by sen. 
Robert 
P. Griffin, 
Mich., would have 
created a 
joint 
standing 
committee of 
the Congress with authority to 
put to a vote on the floor leg­ 
islation designed 
to prevent 
specific 
strikes, or to force 
their end. 
Sen. Frank J. Lausche, Ohio, 
and Rep. Samuel Devine, Ohio, 
introduced bills In their re­ 
spective chambers which would 
set up a special board to take 
over when the Federal Media­ 
tion Board and the Conciliation 
Service failed to end a strike. 
This board would be made up of 
three 
members representing 
the public, and one each from 
management and labor. 
Although (Kist 
votes on this 
matter Indicate that the na­ 
tion's 
independent 
business 
proprietors would in all proba­ 
bility vote in favor of a measure 
such as introduced by Sen. Grif­ 
fin, the framing of the explana­ 
tion of the question voted on was 
more directly aimed at the fea­ 
tures contained in theLausche- 
Devlne bills. 


Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — On January 
29, Peruvian troops were re­ 
ported 
concentrating on the 
Ecuadorian border. A flurry 
of worry went through the Ecua­ 
dorian Foreign Office, accom­ 
panied by bitter headlines in 
the Ecuadorian Press warning 
that Peru might be ready, once 
again, to pounce on her weaker 
neighbor. 
Real fact was that 
the Peru­ 
vian 
troop maneuvers were 
ordered for internal consump­ 
tion. President Fernando Be- 
iaunde of Peru, though a far­ 
sighted 
statesman, and per­ 
sonally friendly to Ecuador, is 
nevertheless subservient to the 
military. The military grand- 
standing was ordered toplease 
the Peruvian army. 
Meanwhile, in every 
Ecua­ 
dorian school hangs a poster 
showing the 
bloody hand of 
Peru cutting a 
slice out of 
the heart of Ecuador —the rich 
area around the headwaters uf 
tile Amazon. The poster keeps 
alive the Ecuadorian ambition 
to take that slice back. 
The above illustrates 
chief problem of Latin Anteri 
ca - suspicion, jealousy and too 
much nationalism. If President 
Johnson and the Pan American 
presidents assembled at Punta 
Del Kste can make even a small 
start toward the hemispheric 
cooperation originally preached 
by the great liberator Simon 
Bolivar, their meeting will have 
been worthwhile. 
Actually peru and Ecuador 
have much In common. Both 
are 90 per cent Indian, both 
have the same basic economy, 
and both need to work together 
to develop the headquarters of 
tile Amazon, lf the tributaries 
to the Amazon which flow down 
from the high Andes can be 
harnessed in a series oflakes, 
there 
can 
be transportation 
from Peru and Ecuador all the 
way to the Atlantic Ocean. 
Already there is basic under­ 
standing between the Peruvian 
and Ecuadorian people. It crops 
out in various ways. When the 
Ecuadorian and Chilean soccer 
teams played in Lima and the 
1966 Championship, the Peru­ 
vian crowd cheered for Hie 
Ecuadorian 
team. When 
_ 
Paraguay played against Ecua 
dor 
in soccer in Guayquli, the 
man entrusted with fair play 
to both sides, the referee, was 


Peruvian. 
Recently 
Ecuadorian a n d 
Peruvian girls have been tour­ 
ing Colombia playing basketball 
against each other. Ecuadorian 
musicians and writers visiting 
Lima were accorded 
warm 
receptions. You will find that 
some of the cab drivers 
in 
Lima 
come from 
Ecuador. 
There is no animosity between 
any of the people in the lower 
rank of life. 
DEL A UN DE IN 
MARITAL EXILE 
Nor is there haste animosity 
at the 
very* top. President 
Belaunde 
when he was getting 
a divorce went to live in Ecua­ 
dor. And Ecuadorians not only 
received him 
cordially 
but 
helped him establish a weekly 
religious 
newspaper. 
Now 
elected President 
of 
Peru, 
Belaunde would Uke to improve 
relations 
with 
Ecuador, but 
the Peruvian military are the 
ehief stumbling block. 
They are also the 
chief 
stumbling block in the path of 
better 
relations with either 
Chile 
or Bolivia. 
President 
Belaunde is a close personal 
friend of President Frel 
of 
Chile. He has also received a 
cordial 
visit from President 
Barrientos of Bolivia. But the 
Peruvian military nurses a sec­ 
ret ambition to take back that 
part of northern Chile which 
it 
claims was wrested away 
from Peru 
in the war of the 
Pacific. 
Today there are no diplo­ 
matic relations between Chile 
and Bolivia, yet these two na­ 
tions need each other perhaps 
even more than do Ecuador and 
Peru. The northern deserts of 
Chile could be made to bloom 
Uke a garden if water from 
the lakes and rivers of Uolivia 
high in flit Andes wet avail­ 
able. Water from Lake Tltica- 
ca, which now evaporates 
in 
part, could be harnessed to ir­ 
rigate the southern deserts uf 
Peru. 


There appears to tie a grow­ 
ing discontent with the status 
quo which 
has 
resulted in 
strikes crippling the economy. 
The airlines strike seriously 
hampered 
many small busi­ 
nessmen, although It has 
not 
been 
ascertained 
that 
this 
strike forced many small bus­ 
inesses to close as was the 
experience of many indepen­ 
dent firms during the New York 
transit strike. 
Perhaps the best indication of 
the growing resentment In this 
area is evidenced by the contin­ 
uous votes on a bill which was 
before the last 
Congress by 
Rep. David T. Martin, 
Neb., 
which would prohibit industry 
wide labor bargaining such as 
practiced now In the transpor­ 
tation, automotive, 
steel and 
other industries. 
In April of 1966 the indepen­ 
dent business proprietors voted 
88 per cent in favor of the Mar­ 
tin proposal with only IO per 
cent opposed and 2 per cent 
undecided. In the previous Oc­ 
tober the vote in favor of this 
bill when presented to 
a na­ 
tionwide vote was 84 per cent, 
with 13 per cent opposed and 3 
per cent undecided. 
This vote showed a substan­ 
tial gain in support 
over the 
first vote on the measure con­ 
ducted by the 
Federation 
in 
January 1965 when 78 per cent 
were In favor, with 19 per cent 
opposed and 3 per cent unde­ 
cided. 
Thus, all indications point to 
escalating 
disillusionment 
among the nation's Independent 
business 
proprietors, 
with 
present machinery for handling 
labor disputes 
involving key 
industries as well as a grow­ 
ing feeling that the interests of 
the general public merit con­ 
sideration.

And the question of 
what measures are Justified in 
retarding transition between the 
two zones today troubles both 
doctors and theologians. 
"With each advance in medi­ 
cal 
techniques 
the problem 
grows more acute,” says the 
Rev. Dr. Charles w. Blaker, a 
Presbyterian 
theologian 
and 
academic dean of Brandon Hall, 
Atlanta, Ga. 
The issue is pointed up in 
cases in which physical breath­ 
ing can be maintained by arti­ 
ficial devices and drugs, some­ 
times for years, in Incurable 
patients in comatose states. 
How far should science go in 
such physical 
prolonging 
of 
“ life” ? 
This is “ an ever-present med­ 
ical concern, now increasingly 
discussed in medical circles,” 
writes an Amarillo, Tex., physi­ 
cian, Dr. Tom W. Duke. 
At a national Methodist con­ 
vocation on medicine and the­ 
ology last week in Rochester, 
Minn., no definite answers were 
determined to fill all cases. 
But Dr. Edward H.Rynearson 
of the Mayo Clinic drew exten­ 
sive applause when he urged 
that hopelessly ill patients be 
allowed to “ die with dignity” 
and in peace rather than merely 
prolonging their bodily breath­ 
ing. 
With modern clinical methods, 
biological 
life 
can 
often be 
maintained long after the brain 
has stopped functioning,leaving 
the body and lungs working with­ 
out thought or consciousness. 
This raises questions of just 
what constitutes life or death.

Thousands

PREGNANT FATHERS 
From a study of 60 normal 
men whose 
average age was 
27, and all of whom were about 
to become fathers for the first 
tim e, social workers learned 
that pregnancy was far from 
being 
a tranquil period 
for 
most 
of them. Well educated 
though they were (two • thirds 
were college 
graduates, half 
worked in science and the pro­ 
fessions), pregnancy seemed to 
disturb them in a variety 
of 
ways: they worried about how 
adequate they would be as fath­ 
e rs; they were concerned about 
feelings 
of jealousy - would 
their 
offspring 
replace them 
as the focus 
of attention; they 
feared sexual problems during 
and following pregnancy. They 
also 
experienced 
anxieties 
about 
their relationships with 
their own parents, and whether 
these would affect their role as 
fathers. 
The social workers found that 
giving expectant fathers an op­ 
portunity to discuss their prob­ 
lem s 
helped 
them to talk 
sensibly with their wives about 
the coming baby, and that this 
brought the couples closer to­ 
gether. 
WHY PREGNANCY 
Why do some women ‘cope' 
successfully with pregnancy and 
athers suffer emotional break­ 
downs during this period? 
A team of six psychoanalysts 
and two psychologists 
w h o 
worked closely with 52 pregnant 
women 
for some six to nine 
months found that women who 
had become pregnant 
because 
they really wanted a baby gen­ 
erally coped successfully with 
pregnancy. 
Non • copers, they found, fall 
into two distinct groups: 
The 
most severely 
disturbed had 
the highest percentage of un­ 
wanted pregnancies. Others had 
become pregnant not because 


they really wanted children, but 
because they believed children 
would 
serve 
as 
a security 
measure for them. 
Some of them had babies in 
the hope that children would tie 
husbands to them. Some 
be­ 
cause they were uncertain of 
their own feminity of their hus­ 
bands* masulinity and needed a

For most, pregnancy proved 
a hazardous way of dealing with 
emotional dissatisfactions and 
uncertainties. 
EMOTIONAL ADJUSTMENT 
FOLLOWING CHILDBIRTH 


Between 40 and 45 
percent 
of new mothers, 
"experience 
emotional turmoil and feel pain­ 
fully disturbed" in large part 
because they 
are unprepared 
for motherhood, a physician and 
his nurse wife reported. Noting 
that in our mobile society many 
young parents may find them­ 
selves cut off completely from 
help from old friends, 
rela­ 
tives, and neighbors, and real­ 
ly totally on 
their own, the 
team urged preparation for par­ 
enthood to head off 
serious 
problem s. 


Antenatal cla sses for 
hus­ 
bands and wives in which 
the 
responsibilities of parenthood 
are explored 
as well as 
the 
changes about to take place in 
the household and practical tips 
on how to 
prepare 
for 
the 
changes, 
are helpful. 
More 
useful, however, is continuing 
counsel by obstetricians 
or 
nurses, in the home of the young 
couple following the birth. 
A follow • up study showed 
that 
preparatory 
counseling 
made for better adjusted par­ 
ents, 
more 
successful mar­ 
riages, and healthier children.

Thousands 
of the nation’s

Here are some of the ex­ 
perts* insights on: 
PREGNANT FATHERS 
From a study of 60 normal 
men whose 
average age was 
27, and all of whom were about 
to become tithers for the first 
time, social workers learned 
that pregnancy was fer from 
being 
a tranquil period 
for 
most 
of them. Well educated 
ttnnulh they were (two • thirds 
were college 
graduates, half 
worked in science and the pro­ 
fessions), pregnancy seemed to 
disturb them in a variety 
of 
ways: they worried about how 
adequate they would be as fath­ 
ers; they were concerned about 
feelings 
of jealousy - would 
their 
offspring 
replace them 
as the focus of attention; they 
feared sexual problems during 
and following pregnancy. They 
also 
experienced 
anxieties 
about 
their relationships with 
their own parents, and whether 
these would affect their role as 
fathers. 
The social workers found that 
giving expectant fathers an op­ 
portunity to discuss their prob­ 
lems 
helped 
them to talk 
sensibly with their wives about 
the coming baby, and that this 
brought the couples closer to­ 
gether. 
vVHY PREGNANCY 
Why do some women ’cope* 
successfully with pregnancy and 
'Xhers suffer emotional break- 
iowns during this period? 
A team of six psychoanalysts 
md two psychologists 
w h o 
worked closely with 52 pregnant 
women 
for some six to nine 
months found that women who 
had become pregnant because 
they really wanted a baby gen­ 
erally coped successfully with 
pregnancy. 
Non • copers, they found, fell 
into two distinct groups: 
The 
most severely 
disturbed had 
the highest percentage of un­ 
wanted pregnancies. Others had 
become pregnant not because 


they really wanted children, but 
because they believed children 
would 
serve 
as 
a security 
measure for them. 
Some of them had babies in 
the hope that children would tie 
husbands to them. Some 
be­ 
cause they were uncertain of 
their own feminity of their hus­ 
bands' masulinity and needed a 
child to prove one or the oth­ 
er.

For most, pregnancy proved 
a hazardous way of dealing with 
emotional dissatisfactions and 
uncertainties. 
EMOTIONAL ADJUSTMENT 
FOLLOWING CHILDBIRTH 


Between 40 and 45 
percent 
of new mothers, 
“experience 
emotional turmoil and feel pain­ 
fully disturbed*’ in large part 
because they 
are unprepared 
for motherhood, a physician and 
his nurse wife reported. Noting 
that in our mobile society many 
young parents may find them­ 
selves cut off completely from 
help from old friends, 
rela­ 
tives, and neighbors, and real­ 
ly totally on their own, the 
team urged preparation for par­ 
enthood to head off 
serious 
problems. 


Antenatal classes for 
hus­ 
bands and wives in which the 
responsibilities of parenthood 
are explored as well as 
the 
changes about to take place in 
the household and practical tips 
on how to prepare 
for 
the 
changes, 
are helpful. 
More 
useful, however, is continuing 
counsel by obstetricians 
or 
nurses, in the home of the young 
couple following the birth. 
A follow • up study showed 
that 
preparatory 
counseling 
made tor better adjusted par­ 
ents, 
more 
successful mar­ 
riages, and healthier children.
